for  the  year  1937. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  District  Council. 


Gentlemen”, 

T  beg  to  lay  before  you  my  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  your 
District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1937. 

The  Report  is  an  “Ordinary  Report”  drawn  uj)  on  the  lines  suggested  in  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  1650,  and,  in  accordance  with  the  economy  cuts  recommended  by  the 
Central  Authority  and  local  Councils  repetition  is  avoided  by  references  to  information  given 
in  the  “Surv’-ey  Report”  of  1930.  Further  details  of  work  done  are  restricted  to  facts 
essential  to  the  maintenance  of  the  continuity  of  records  kept  for  the  past  fifty-seven  years. 

No  change  in  the  boundaries  of  the  area  has  been  effected  under  the  County  Review 
of  Districts  up  to  date,  and  the  delay  in  arriving  at  a  settlement  continues  to  prolong  the 
uncertainty  and  check  the  initiative  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report. 

Difficulties  connected  with  jiolluted  water  and  insufficient  storage  have  again  occujiied 
much  of  your  officials’  time.  While  few  complaints  of  insufficiency  were  heard,  the  excessive 
rainfall  raised  difficulties  of  another  kind  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year. 

The  non-notifiable  diseases.  Measles,  Mumps  and  Chicken  Pox,  were  again  j)revalent 
among  younger  school-children,  but  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  showed  less  incidence 
compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Vital  Statistics  showed  Birth-rate,  11 '24,  Death-rate,  17'50,  Infant  Mortality,  29.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

(a)  Births. 

The  Births  registered  as  occurring  in  or  belonging  to  the  District  were  202. 

Legitimate  . .  99  Males  and  93  Females. 

Illegitimate  . .  5  Males  and  5  Females. 

Birth-rate  on  an  estimated  population  of  17,960  is  equivalent  to  11 ’2  per  1,000,  com¬ 
pared  with  12 ’2,  10 '9  and  11 ’6  in  the  previous  three  years,  with  12' 1  for  the  Craven  Com¬ 
bined  District  and  with  14 ’9  for  England  and  Wales. 

(b)  Deaths. 

The  Deaths  after  correction  by  the  inward  transfer  of  residents  dying  outside  the 
district  and  the  outward  transfer  of  non-residents  dying  inside  the  district  numbered  162 
males  and  152  females,  a  total  of  314. 

The  Death-rate  is  17 '5,  compared  with  14’7,  12'9  and  12‘8  in  the  previous  three  years, 
with  15 ’1  for  the  Craven  Combined  Districts  and  with  12 ‘4  for  England  and  Wales. 

(c)  Infant  Mortality. 

The  infant  deaths  as  corrected  by  the  Eegistrar-General  were  3  males  and  3  females. 
The  infant  mortality  was  thus  29  per  1,000  children  born,  compared  with  44,  29  and  55  in 
the  previous  three  years,  with  53  for  the  Craven  District  and  with  58  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Mortality  among  Legitimate  Births,  29  ;  among  Illegitimate,  0. 

(d)  Still  Births. 

The  Still  Births  registered  were  14.  The  percentage  of  Still  Births  to  Total  Births 
(alive  and  still-born)  is  6 '4. 


(e)  Maternal  Mortality. 

Number  of  maternal  deaths  from  puerperal  causes,  1. 

Mortality  rate  per  1,000  live  births,  4'9  ;  compared  with  3*3  for  Craven  Combined 
District  and  3 ’2  for  England  and  Wales. 

ZYMOTIC  DEATHS. 

The  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases,  namely.  Small  Pox,  Measles,  Whooping  Cough, 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Typhoid  Fever  and  Diarrhoea,  were  responsible  for  1  death  ; 
(Whooping  Cough  1).

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B.— GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

1.— PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS.

2.— HOSPITAL  CLINICS,  PROFESSIONAL  NURSING,  &c. 

There  has  been  no  development  or  change  in  the  Services  provided  by  the  Council 
during  the  past  year.  Details  of  these  were  given  in  1931  and  1933  reports,  as  well  as  of  those 
established  and  supervised  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

The  negotiations  between  the  W.R.C.C.  and  the  Joint  Hos})ital  Committee  for  the 
admission  of  cases  of  Puerjieral  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  into  the  Isolation  Hospital 
were  satisfactorily  concluded  by  an  agreement  whereby  the  County  pays  £5  5s.  per  week, 
plus  ambulance  charges  for  each  case  sanctioned  by  the  County  for  admission. 

C.~SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1. —WATER  SUPPLIES. 

In  this  large  District  of  over  220  square  miles,  in  45  parishes,  varied  conditions  exist — 
conditions  too  diverse  to  be  dealt  with  in  an  ordinary  Annual  Report. 

(a)  In  the  larger  townships  the  water  undertaking  is  owned  and  controlled  by 
District  Councils,  e.g.,  Appletreewick,  &c.,  by  Skipton  R.D.C.  ;  Addingham, 
Burnsall,  by  Bradford  Corporation  ;  Calton,  by  Settle  R.D.C. 

(b)  A  few  of  the  more  iiopulous  areas  are  sujiplied  by  private  water  companies, 
e.g.,  Cononley,  Crossliills,  Carleton,  etc. 

(c)  In  some  cases  proprietors  have  piped  siijiplies  into  the  houses  of  their  tenants, 
e.g.,  Halton  East,  Martous  Both,  Threshfield. 

(d)  In  other  areas  supplies  are  derived  from  surface  wells  and  streams  often  liable  to 
surface  ])ollution. 

Shallow  wells,  dipping  troughs,  and  streams  should  always  be  regarded  with  suspicion. 
In  areas  where  the  problem  is  less  than  one  person  per  100  acres  the  presence  of  bacillus 
coli  in  the  water  is  probably  due  to  animal  pollution  (cows,  sheep,  moor  fowl,  etc,),  but  in 
the  more  populous  areas  the  presence  of  such  germs  should  always  be  considered  dangerous. 
They  may,  of  course,  be  of  animal  origin,  and  seagulls  are  now  suspected  to  be  possible  carriers 
of  infective  germs,  but  contamination  from  human  sources  is  more  likely  and  the  danger 
therefore  greater. 

Of  30  sets  of  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  16  were  satisfactory,  8 
doubtful  and  6  unsatisfactory. 

The  following  notes,  kindly  supplied  by  Mr.  Rodwell,  summarises  the  year’s  activities 

“Crosshills  Water  Supply. — Well-founded  complaints  compelled  the  Water  Company 
to  carry  out  extensive  alterations  and  improvements  in  connection  with  the  undertaking, 
open  jointed  pot  pipes  being  replaced  by  iron  pipes  and  chlorination  plant  being  installed. 

In  May,  4  samples  (2  from  house  taps  and  2  from  service  reservoirs)  were  all  found 
by  the  County  Bacteriologist  to  be  of  doubtful  purity. 

A  month  later  4  more  samples  were  examined  and  3  found  unsatisfactory.  Further 
samples  taken  a  fortnight  later  were  again  unsatisfactory,  but  on  9th  July  3  samples  were 
all  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

On  26th  July  3  out  of  4  samples  were  satisfactory. 
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During  this  time  efforts  had  been  made  by  the  Company  to  remove  causes  of  com¬ 
plaint  even  to  the  extent  of  over-chlorination  producing  the  characteristic  disagreeable 
taste. 

Of  3  samples  taken  on  10th  November,  2  were  satisfactory.  Although  the  date  does 
not  fall  within  the  year  under  review,  it  may  be  added  that  3  samples  examined  on  9th 
February,  1938,  all  showed  practically  complete  absence  of  organisms  of  all  kinds  in  100 
Ml.  of  water  after  three  days  incubation  and  no  free  chlorine  in  1,000,000  parts  of  water.”

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“Appletreewick  Water. — The  recommendation  mentioned  in  my  last  report  has 
been  carried  out  as  a  temporary  measure.  The  Chatsworth  Estates  agreed  to  allow  the 
water  to  be  supplied  direct  through  the  main  for  one  month,  instead  of  passing  through 
the  1"  meter.  No  complaints  were  received  as  to  discoloration  during  this  period.  The 
Rural  Council  then  got  permission  from  the  Chatsworth  Estates  to  continue  taking  water 
direct  through  the  main,  the  payment  to  be  based  on  the  record  of  the  average  previous 
consum])tion.  We  still  have  complaints  from  the  two  houses  near  the  terminus  of  the  mains 
as  to  cliscoloration,  and  the  Council  have  provided  domestic  filters  for  these,  in  addition 
to  the  Inn  nearby. 

Gargrave  Water. — The  supply  from  the  fell  failed  during  the  summer,  and  pumping 
had  to  be  resorted  to  from  July  17th,  1937,  until  after  the  end  of  the  year.  An  electrically 
driven  pump  was  fixed  at  the  Pound  Borehole,  and  a  small  chlorination  plant  installed.  This 
is  automatic  in  action,  coming  into  operation  when  the  pressure  in  the  mains  falls  below 
40  lbs.  and  cutting  off  when  the  pressure  reaches  80  lbs.  This  has  reduced  the  work  of  the 
pump  at  Coldwell  Spring,  which  it  has  only  been  necessary  to  run  during  the  daytime.  The 
su])ply  from  Coldwell  Spring  is  slightly  harder  than  that  from  the  Pound  Borehole. 
Samples  have  been  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  from  both  these  supj)lies,  and  the 
reports  have  been  very  satisfactory.  The  Analyst’s  report  in  both  cases  was  :  “This  water 
is  of  good  bacterial  quality.”  An  Inquiry  was  held  at  Gargrave  on  September  8th,  1937, 
by  G.  Carlyle,  Esq.,  Ministry  of  Health  Inspector,  respecting  the  application  of  the  Rural 
Council  for  sanction  to  borrow  £12,000  for  the  construction  of  a  covered  reservoir  on  the  fell 
to  hold  3,000,000  gallons  of  water.  There  was  no  opposition  offered  at  the  Inquiry,  but  the 
Ministry  are  not  giving  their  decision  until  further  investigations  have  been  made  as  to  the 
yield  of  the  Fell  supply,  and  the  possibilities  of  the  other  souces  of  supply.  The  Committee

will  be  meeting  shortly  to  consider  the  report  of  the  deputation  to  the  Ministry.  Complaints 
of  inadequate  supply  were  received  from  residents  of  houses  on  the  high  level  in  the  Marton 
Road  district  during  certain  periods  of  the  day,  and  the  Council  decided  to  lay  a  new  4" 
spun  iron  main  (cement  lined)  a  distance  of  488  yards  from  the  existing  main  on  Low  Green 
and  up  Church  Lane,  connecting  with  the  3"  main  near  Mason’s  Arms.  The  work  is  now  in 
progress. 

CoNiSTON  Cold  Water. — Both  rams  have  been  working  during  the  year,  and  there 
have  Ijeen  no  complaints  of  shortage  except  when  a  serious  leakage  on  a  service  pipe  was 
found  which  practically  emptied  the  reservoir. 

Thornton  Water. — The  proposed  extension  of  the  2"  pipes  has  been  carried  out  during 
the  year,  the  2"  “Everite”  pipe  having  been  extended  to  the  houses  near  the  Summit.  We 
have  had  no  further  complaints.  The  Council  have  installed  meters  on  the  service  pipes 
supplying  water  to  farm  houses  where  water  is  used  for  milk  cooling  or  preparation  of  cattle 
food. 


Linton  Water. — The  supply  has  held  out  fairly  well,  and  we  have  only  had  to  draw 
121,860  gallons  from  Threshfield  during  the  year. 

Calton  Water. — This  supply  is  taken  from  Airton  (Settle  R.D.C.),  and  during  the  year 
287,209  gallons  have  been  registered  through  the  meter. 

Hetton  Water. — The  laying  of  the  2"  “Everite”  pipes  was  completed  during  the  year, 
and  the  reinforced  overhead  concrete  tank  been  in  use.  This  has  made  a  great  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  supply,  and  very  few  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year. 

Bradley  Water. — The  supply  from  the  springs  failed  very  much  during  the  early 
summer,  and  arrangements  were  completed  for  pumping  water  from  Bradley  Quarry,  which 
was  provisionally  acquired  two  years  ago  as  a  temporary  arrangement.  An  agreement  has 
now  been  made,  and  the  Council  have  purchased  the  water  rights  in  the  quarry  for  the  sum 
of  £105.  An  electrically-driven  pump  has  been  installed  and  has  done  good  service,  keeping 
the  village  fairly  well  supplied  during  the  periods  of  dry  weather.  The  pump  is  fitted  with 
automatic  time  switch,  so  that  it  can  be  set  to  work  and  cut  off  at  any  pre-arranged  time. 
It  has  also  a  pressure  switch,  but  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  use  this.  The  pump 
is  capable  of  lifting  750  gallons  per  hour,  and  requires  no  attention  except  an  occasional 
oiling. 

CoNONLEY  Water. — Negotiations  have  been  proceeding  for  the  acquisition  of  a  suit¬ 
able  site  on  which  to  fix  a  covered  reservoir.  A  scheme  has  been  prepared,  and  a  tender 
provisionally  accepted  for  the  installation  of  electric  pump,  rising  main  and  covered  service 
reservoir.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Council  to  submit  this  to  the  Ministry  immediately  the 
agreement  as  to  the  land  for  the  reservoir  is  completed. 

Hartlington  Water. — The  scheme  mentioned  in  my  last  report  was  completed  early 
in  the  year,  and  service  connections  made  to  9  houses,  2  barns  and  13  troughs.  The  supply 
has  been  very  much  appreciated  during  the  summer — it  having  been  a  particularly  dry  one 
— several  of  the  old  sup])lies  failing  absolutely.  The  ram  has  only  been  stopped  on  one 
occasion,  owing  to  a  frog  lieing  caught  in  the  waste  water  valve.  The  storage  in  the  reservoir 
was  able  to  meet  the  demands  until  the  valve  was  put  right.” 

2._8EWERAGE,  drainage  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Complete  schemes  of  sewerage  have  during  recent  years  been  provided  for  the  villages 
of  Glusburn,  Crosshills  and  Junction  ;  for  Gargrave  ;  Addingham  ;  Salterforth  ;  Thornton, 
Earby  and  Kelbrook  ;  for  Carleton  ;  Grassington  ;  Embsay  ;  Kettlewell  ;  Cononley, 
Cowling  and  Ickornshaw  ;  and  Eastby  ;  and  partial  schemes  at  Bradley,  Kildwick  and 
Threshfield. 

Mr.  Rodwell’s  notes  on  the  various  undertakings  follow  : — 

“Addingham  Sewage  Works. — A  start  was  made  on  April  6th,  1937,  with  the  carry¬ 
ing  out  of  the  Disposal  Works  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  the  contractors  being  Messrs. 
Barker,  Brotherton  &  Company.  It  is  expected  that  the  work  will  be  completed  early 
in  1938. 
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Addingham  Seweks. — The  Parish  Council  complained  as  to  the  pollution  of  stream 
near  Junction,  and  instructions  were  given  for  plans  and  estimates  to  be  prepared  for  ex¬ 
tending  the  outfall  sewer  to  deal  with  the  drainage  from  the  houses  in  this  locality,  also  an 
alternative  scheme  for  pumping  the  sewage  to  a  high  level  sewer. 

Linton  Sewage  Works. — The  scheme  mentioned  in  my  last  report  having  been 
approved  by  the  Ministry,  tenders  were  invited  and  in  March,  1937,  the  tender  of  Messrs. 
Wm.  Cowgill  <fe  Sons,  of  Earby,  was  accepted.  Land  has  been  acquired  for  the  pumphouse, 
and  an  electrically-driven  pump  has  been  supjjlied  by  Messrs.  Adams  Hydraulics,  Ltd.,  of 
York.  The  rising  main  under  the  river  and  across  ])rivate  land  to  the  Grassington  outfall 
sewer  was  com])leted  whilst  the  water  in  the  river  was  very  low.  Very  slow  progress  has 
been  made  with  the  works,  but  it  is  hoped  they  will  l)e  completed  before  Spring. 

Braoley  Sewerage. — Tenders  were  invited  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  scheme  men¬ 
tioned  in  my  last  re])ort,  and  in  October,  1937,  the  tender  of  Messrs.  N.  Bell  &  Co.,  of  Leeds, 
was  accepted.  The  Ministry  have  given  their  consent,  and  it  is  arranged  to  make  a  start 
of  the  works  early  in  the  New  Year. 

Embsay  Sewage  Works. — The  Ministry  gave  consent  for  ])ermission  to  proceed  with 
the  construction  of  an  additional  filter  on  August  23rd,  1937.  The  tender  of  Messrs.  A. 
jMaxfield  &  Sons,  amounting  to  £629,  was  accepted,  and  the  works  are  completed. 

Cowling  (Lane  Enos)  Sewerage. — Considerable  dilticidty  has  been  experienced  in 
securing  a  site  for  Disposal  Works,  but,  eventually,  a  Sub-Committee  met  Mr.  Smith,  the 
owner  of  a  site  in  the  plantation  near  Lane  Ends,  and  provisionally  arranged  with  him  for 
acquiring  quarter  of  an  acre  of  land.  Instructions  have  been  given  for  the  preparation  of  the 
scheme  to  go  forward  to  the  Ministry  for  their  approval. 

Cowling  Sewers. — An  extension  of  30  yards  of  6"  sewer  and  one  manhole  has  been 
carried  out  at  a  cost  of  £61  10s.,  in  order  to  take  the  drainage  from  14  new  houses  erected 
by  Mr.  Feather.  Part  of  the  sewer  had  to  be  laid  in  a  tunnel  under  the  main  road,  with 
reinforced  concrete  foundation. 

Thresheieli)  Sewage  Works. — An  extension  of  86  yards  has  been  laid  to  accommo¬ 
date  a  new  house  recently  erected,  the  owner  making  a  contribution  towards  the  cost. 

Carleton  Seivers. — Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Messrs.  Aspinalls  for  the  ad¬ 
mission  of  the  effluent  from  their  works  to  the  sewers,  after  preliminary  treatment  on  their 
own  premises.  62  yards  of  6"  sewer  has  been  laid  in  Sunny  Bank  Back  Street  to  drain  new 
houses  erected  by  Mr.  A.  Shaw,  the  owner  agreeing  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  same. 

Carleton  Tib. — Complaints  having  been  received  respecting  the  liability  of  refuse  from 
the  tip  being  carried  into  the  stream  during  heavy  Hoods,  the  Parish  Council  were  asked  for 
their  observations  in  obtaining  a  more  suitable  site  for  a  tip. 

Crossbills  Sanitary  Conveniences. — The  Council  have  arranged  to  provisionally 
acquire  land  abutting  the  Main  Street,  on  which  to  construct  Public  Sanitary  Conveniences. 

Burnsall  Sewerage. — At  the  request  of  the  Parish  Meeting,  plans  and  estimates 
have  been  prepared  for  the  completion  of  the  sewering  of  Burnsall,  and  construction  of  Dis¬ 
posal  Works.  The  scheme  has  been  submitted  to  a  Special  Committee  for  a  report 
thereon.” 

3.-CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION,  SCAVENGING  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

(a)  Closet  Accommodation. 

In  villages,  or  wherever  water  and  sewer  are  available,  water  carriage  is  slowly  super¬ 
seding  other  less  hygienic  methods  of  excrement  disposal.  In  Crosshills,  Glusburn,  Adding¬ 
ham,  Gargrave,  Embsay,  Cononley,  etc.,  the  slop-water  closet  has  been  largely  adopted,  and 
though  inferior  to  fresh  water  carriage,  the  system  seems  to  work  satisfactorily.  In  the  more 
rural  areas  the  midden  privy,  or  privy  with  moveable  receptacle,  is  still  in  use.

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(c)  ADULTERATION— FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

Sampling  of  Milk  and  action  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  are  undertaken  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Authority,  who  reports  on  the  administration  of  the  Act. 

F.— PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

(a)  NON-NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE. 

Like  most  districts  in  Craven,  there  was  a  general  invasion  of  schools  by  Measles, 
Mumps,  Whooping  Cough  and  Chicken  Pox.  The  following  notifications  sent  by  the 
Education  Committee  show  what  schools  were  most  seriously  affected  : — 

Measles  :  Grassington  Church  of  England  40,  Glusburn  18,  Beamsley  6. 

Mui\ips  :  Gargrave  and  Hebden. 

Whooping  Cough  :  Bradley  10  ;  Beamsley  and  Embsay. 

Chicken-Pox  ;  Bradley  8,  Cononley  16,  Glusburn  Infants  75  per  cent. 

Influenza  :  Conistone-with-Kilnsey  school  closed  ;  Bradley,  Cononley,  Cowling,  Kild- 
wick,  Addingham,  etc.,  seriously  invaded. 

(b)  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE. 

The  wave  of  Scarlet  Fever,  which  produced  91  cases  in  1934,  50  in  1935,  and  32  in  1936, 
resulted  in  11  notifications  in  1937.  Similarly,  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria  declined  from 
12  cases  in  1934,  13  in  1935,  4  in  1936  to  5  in  1937.  The  benefit  of  ini'munisation  seems  con¬ 
firmed — no  immunised  person  is  known  to  have  contracted  infection.

(c)  TUBERCULOSIS. 

In  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1912,  a  register  of 
cases  is  kept,  the  patients’  homes  are  visited,  and  advice  given  as  to  the  precautions  to  be 
adopted  in  regard  to  ventilation,  sleeping  accommodation,  indiscriminate  spitting,  cleanli¬ 
ness,  and,  above  all,  to  the  risk  of  infection  from  dried  sputum.  Disinfection  of  infected 
rooms  is  carried  out  on  removal  or  death,  and  on  the  return  of  patients  from  sanatorium 
or  hospital,  the  house  is  again  visited  to  see  that  so  far  as  possible  treatment  is  continued  at 
home. 


No  action  was  taken  or  required  under  the  P.H.  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regula¬ 
tions,  1925,  relating  to  tuberculous  employees  in  the  milk  trade  nor  under  the  P.H.  Act, 
1925,  Section  62,  which  empowers  certain  cases  of  Tuberculosis  to  be  compulsorily  removed 
to  Hospital.

Microscopic  and  Bacteriological  Examination  op  Specimens. 

Advantage  was  taken  of  the  facilities  for  special  examination  of  specimens  provided 
by  the  W.R.  County  Laboratory,  Wakefield — 15  specimens  of  sputum,  7  Diphtheria  swabs, 
and  26  miscellaneous  being  examined.  In  addition,  11  milks  were  examined  for  Tubercle 
Bacilli  and  9  for  bacterial  content,  and  20  waters  for  bacteriological  examination.
